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Hidden burglar’s 
haul of machetes 


A HAUL of lethal machetes, 
daggers and collectors' knives 
worth as much as £1,000 has 
been stolen from an army sur¬ 
plus store in Northampton. 

Detectives investigating the 
break-in at Super Trooper, in Ket¬ 
tering Road, are exploring the pos¬ 
sibility that the thief hid himself 
inside the store as the owner, Lynn 
Gilbert, was locking up on Saturday 
evening. 

There were no visible signs of the 
locks being forced and Mrs Gilbert, 
aged 54, said it was a mystery how 
anyone managed to get inside. 

She said the weapons taken in¬ 
cluded 40cm machetes, several dag¬ 
gers and a German bayonet knife 
which can be attached to rifles and 
was an antique collectors’ item. 

She said: “I just have no idea how 
anyone would be able to get in be¬ 
cause I’ve got two very heavy locks 
on the doors and it’s all barred up, 
and there is no sign anyone has bro¬ 
ken or forced the locks open. 

“But the worry is who might have 
these knives now. I only sell them to 
fishermen and the vast majority of 
people who buy them from me are 
customers I’ve known for ages. 

“These knives were huge, and 
could be very dangerous. 

“I did notice a couple of people 


around on Saturday who kept look¬ 
ing at the knife cabinet and who 
might have been suspicious but 
other than that we have no idea who 
might have done it.” 

About 30 knives are believed to 
have been taken, worth as much 
as £30 each. Also stolen were sev¬ 
eral Web-tex survival kits and Swiss 
army knives, which are used by 
military personnel and were manu¬ 
factured for soldiers fighting in Af¬ 
ghanistan and Iraq. 

One of the knives, a German MK3 
“fighting knife”, was a collectors’ 
item and Mrs Gilbert said it was like¬ 
ly to appear on auction websites. 

Mrs Gilbert added: “There is ab¬ 
solutely no way to get into the shop 
so I think he must have been in here 
when I closed up on Saturday. The 
only other problem I’ve had in 10 
years was when someone smashed 
the windows but they still couldn’t 
actually get in because of the bars.” 

Mrs Gilbert, who suffers from 
multiple sclerosis, said the theft had 
made her consider closing up her 
store for good. 

The burglary is believed to have 
happened between 5.30pm on Satur¬ 
day, January 31, and the morning of 
Monday, this week. 

Northamptonshire Police are ap¬ 
pealing for information. Witnesses 
can call the force on 03000 111222.

10k runners 

RUNNERS will be raising money for 
the Northampton-based drug, alcohol 
and homeless charity, CAN, when they 
compete in the British 10k London Run 
in July. 

Thousands of people will be tackling 
the annual event, from professionals to 
fun runners to celebrities, for a range of 
charities. 

But CAN has secured 12 places which 
will be available for people willing to 
raise money for its own good causes. 

The route starts at Hyde Park Corner 
and finishes at Horse Guards in White¬ 
hall, weaving its way around landmarks 
including Trafalgar Square, St Paul’s 
Cathedral, Tower Bridge and the Lon¬ 
don Eye. 

The regularly event attracts 25,000 
people - including some of the world’s 
top runners - every year and it is guar¬ 
anteed to sell out.

In a report which will be presented to 
councillors next week, the authority’s 
senior environmental health officer, Paul 
Mallard, said: “For some reason, the per¬ 
sistence and objectionable quality of any 
smell in the area around the works is ex¬ 
acerbated when introduced into a car’s 
ventilation system. 

“This can give passers-by a false im¬ 
pression of the extent of smells from the 
site.” 

But the theory has been rubbished by 
campaigners. Adrian Pulford ( pictured ) 


is a member of the campaign group 
Campaign for Lower Ecton Action Now 
(CLEAN). He said: “It’s ludicrous. How 
can a car’s ventilation system magnify 
a smell? If anything it’s more likely to 
filter it out. 

‘It smells just as bad 
when you’re not in 
jr the car as when 

J . you are. That’s 

why people don’t 
walk round there 
... it stinks.”

A CONTROVERSIAL plan 
to build more than 100 
houses on a piece of empty 
land in Northampton has 
reared its head again, two 
years after first emerging. 

London-based charity The Pad¬ 
dington Churches Houses Associ¬ 
ation first revealed plans to build 
108 new homes on a section of 
land next to both Booth Rise and 
Lumbertubs Way in 2008. 

The plans immediately met 
with opposition from people liv¬ 
ing nearby, who warned roads 
and schools in the area would not 
be able to cope. 

Councillors also expressed con¬ 


cern about the impact the devel¬ 
opment would have, both on wild¬ 
life and air quality in the area. 

But experts from Northamp¬ 
ton Borough Council said the re¬ 
vised scheme, which is now for 
111 homes, should be supported 
when it is discussed by council¬ 
lors next week. 

In a report which will be seen 
by the Guildhall’s planning com¬ 
mittee, planning officer Ben 
Clarke said: “The development 
would assist in the provision of 
affordable housing and would not 
adversely impact upon the func¬ 
tion of green space.” 

Latest plans for the develop¬ 
ment show the scheme would now 


include 77 houses and 34 flats. 

The borough council has raised 
concerns about the possible 
impact the development could 
have on road safety in the area, 
but it dismissed claims the land 
should not be built on, labelling 
it as being of only “average qual¬ 
ity”. 

The plans are due to be dis¬ 
cussed by the council’s planning 
committee on Tuesday, February 
9. 

It will then be passed on to the 
West Northamptonshire Devel¬ 
opment Corporation (WNDC), 
which will make a final decision 
as to whether or not it should be 
allowed to go ahead.

Lifeline 
service 
in new 
start 

FRAIL and elderly people will be 
able to shop in comfort in North¬ 
ampton after a popular service 
for the disabled was saved. 

The Shopmobility service, now based 
at the Mayorhold car park in Lady’s 
Lane, was at risk of closure but has been 
taken on by the Northampton Door-to- 
Door Service (NDDS), a not-for-profit 
organisation which provides transport 
for elderly and disabled people and their 
carers. 

Sam Towell, chairman of the North¬ 
ampton Door-to-Door Service, said: 
“NDDS already provides commu¬ 
nity transport with our fleet of red 
minibuses, to disabled and frail or eld¬ 
erly people around Northampton town 
and we also assist other charities and 
local organisations with their transport 
needs. 

“Taking over Shopmobility adds a 
very logical extra element for assistance 
in Northampton town centre. 

“We all, at NDDS, are thankful for the 
support from the borough council, both 
operational and financial.” 

Shopmobility has to date been run by 
Ability Northants which has ceased op¬ 
erations as of today. The charity, which 
had been giving vital advice and support 
to disabled people for about 30 years, suf¬ 
fered from a lack of funding and was due 
to fold in April. 

However the loss of a contract to con¬ 
tinue its work meant key staff members 
left and led to its early demise. 

Although the advisory part of their 
role is being taken by a Bedford¬ 
shire-based organisation and a new 
organisation from Northamptonshire, 
it had not been clear who would run 
Shopmobility.

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Town ‘near top 
for car crime’ 


A SURVEY of insurance 
claims over the past three 
years has suggested 
Northampton is one of the 
riskiest places for car crime 
in the country. 

The statistics, collected by 
Endsleigh Insurance, suggested 
the town had the seventh highest 
frequency of claims of all towns 
across England. 

Northamptonshire Police has 
urged caution over the figures, 
which “may have come from a 
small survey sample”, and point¬ 
ed out that car crime has actually 
fallen in the county over the past 
12 months. 

A spokesman added: “All the 
work we are currently doing

around serious acquisitive crime 
with Operation Guardian shows 
we are getting in the face of peo¬ 
ple who are committing this type 
of offence. 

“We have reduced vehicle 
crime and will work hard to build 


on that reduction.” 

The Endsleigh report included 
claims for stolen cars and pos¬ 
sessions found in them, such as 
iPods and sat nav systems. The 
results were collected by analys¬ 
ing motor claims over the last 
three years. 

A spokesman for the insurance 
company said: “The report ranks 
towns and cities by comparing 
the frequency of theft claims 
between them in order to deter¬ 
mine the risk, rather than simply 
looking at the total number of 
incidents. 

According to the Endsleigh 
report, the town worst affected 
by car crime was Hull, while 
Lincoln was said to be the 
safest.

Anna Turney took part in 
able-bodied competition as a snow- 
boarder until an accident in Japan in 
2006, when she misjudged a jump and 
broke her back, losing the use of her 
legs. 

But, undeterred, the 30-year-old took 
up monoskiing and will now realise 
her dream of representing her country 
on the world stage. 

She said: “I’ve come a long way in 
the last three or four years. During 
the last games I was actually in bed in 
hospital watching it on the TV and I’m 
now preparing to take part. 

“It’s great to be selected. All the 
hard work has paid off and I’m abso¬ 
lutely delighted. 

“I’m just a beginner really. Some of 
the competitors against me will have 
been doing it 10, 15, 20 years. I just 
want to prove I can be competitive.” 

Anna is part of a six-strong 
ParalympicsGB team that will repre¬ 
sent Britain in Canada from March 12 
to March 21 in alpine sit-skiing. 

She finished fourth in Giant-Slalom 
and eighth in slalom at the 2009 World 
Championships in Korea.

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Tax cheats 
crackdown 


COUNCIL chiefs have vowed to 
crack down on cheats who are 
fraudulently claiming tax dis¬ 
counts. 

Northampton Borough Council has 
said 5,300 letters will be sent 
out this week as part of a 
blitz on people wrongly 
claiming single person dis¬ 
count. 

The council is to use a 
new data matching process 
to discover properties with 
multiple names linked to it 
and then track down those 
fraudulently claiming that 
only one adult lives there. 

The letters give people 
one last opportunity to 
confirm their single oc¬ 
cupancy status or to come 
clean about wrongly claim¬ 
ing the discount. 

Councillor David Per¬ 
kins, cabinet member for 
finance, said: “It is no secret 
that funding available to local govern¬ 
ment is decreasing and this, paired with 
the economic climate, is affecting the 
way councils have to take care of their 
finances. 

“When people fraudulently claim sin¬ 
gle person discount on their council tax

it adds unnecessary pressure to services 
throughout the county. 

“The data matching software has 
identified a large number of properties 
where more than one person could be 
living while receiving a discount. 

“We understand some 
people may just have for¬ 
gotten to inform us but 
this is an opportunity for 
people who should not be 
receiving this benefit to 
come forward for a fresh 
start with their council 
tax bill.” 

Of the 91,000 properties 
that receive an annual 
council tax bill in North¬ 
ampton, 33,500 properties 
in the borough currently 
claim a single occupancy 
discount. 

A total of 12,000 proper¬ 
ties were identified before 
Christmas and forms were 
sent out asking household¬ 
ers to confirm whether they 
are still the only eligible adult living 
there. 

As part of the clampdown anyone 
who fails to respond to the 5,300 second 
letters will have their single person dis¬ 
count cancelled and a revised council 
tax bill issued.

Clarke commits 
future to Saints 


JON CLARKE says he 
is delighted to stay on 
the Saints' bandwag¬ 
on to success after 
becoming the latest 
high-profile player to 
sign a new deal tying 
him to the club. 

The 26-year-old has 
signed a deal keeping him 
at Saints Tor the foresee¬ 
able future’, and says it is 
the prospect of the club now 
stepping up a level and go¬ 
ing on to win the big prizes 
that made it a simple choice 
for him to stay at Franklin’s 
Gardens. 

But the centre also

Director of rugby Jim 
Mallinder believes Clarke 
still has plenty of good 
years in front of him at the 
Gardens.

Cardoza 
in wages 
attack 

DAVID CARDOZA says the Cob¬ 
blers are more stable than 90 per 
cent of other league clubs. 

But the Town chairman feels foot¬ 
ball will never get its house in or¬ 
der until player wages are reduced 
across the board to levels that can 
be sustained in the lower leagues. 

Northampton have one of the 
biggest playing budgets in Coca- 
Cola League Two, and it has been 
increased since Ian Sampson took 
over as manager to allow him to 
make his own additions to what is 
still, in the majority, Stuart Gray’s 
squad. 

The combination of higher costs 
and lower-than-planned-for attend¬ 
ances is a worrying one, but Car¬ 
doza has reassured supporters that 
the club is on a solid footing. 

The financial crises at Portsmouth, 
Southend United and Cardiff City, 
and the eye-watering levels of debt 
at Manchester United have set alarm 
bells ringing across the sport. 

Cardoza hopes the money trou¬ 
bles will act as a wake-up call and 
lead to clubs being better run in the 
future. 

“We’re a League Two club in a re¬ 
cession so we couldn’t be in a worse 
situation,” said the chairman. “But 
we are very stable compared to 90 
per cent of other clubs. 

“We are fully up to date with our 
tax - there are clubs out there who 
are not and that definitely gives 
them an advantage over us. 

“In a sense you do get punished 
for being prudent, but football is a 
mess and you only have to look at 
what’s happening at a number of 
clubs in all leagues to see that. 

“Hopefully people will wake up 
and realise that it can’t go on the 
way it has. Football will never start 
to sort itself out unless players’ 
wages come down. 

“The problem with that is that 
there is always a club willing to 
pay silly money in every league.”
